CHAPTER 273.

AN ACT to amend section 42 of the statutes, relating to printing
and distribution of ballots.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Scnale and
Assembly, do cnact as follows:

SECTION 1. Section 42 of the statutes is amended to read:
Seetion 42, Each counly clerk and cach city clerk and each elec-
tion board in cilies where there is @ board of cleetion commis-
stuners shall cause o * * % he printed, in the manner here-
inhefore provided, * * * a suflicicnt number of ballots, not
te exceed seventy-five ballols for cach fifly votes, to be used at
cach clection in the county or city.  Each clerk or board shall, at
the time of ordering fhe offieial ballots to be printed, cause un-
official sample hallots to be printed upon tinted or colored paper,
and in the same form as the official ballots, * * * +to an
amount not exceeding one-tenth of the official ballots * * *
for the county and  * * * city, and fifty per cent of the sam-
ple balloils so prinled shall be held by such clerk or board at his
or its ¢ffice and shall be distribuled lo rolers upon application
therefor.  Fifty per conl of the sample ballots so printed shall
be sent to the election boolhs in proportion lo the number of voles
cast al the preceding (leetion in the district where the boolhs are
located, to be there distributed by the inspeclors of election to
valers upon applicalion therefor. Sueh ballols * * * sghall
be paid for in the same manner that lhe official ballots shall be
* * * paid for, without additional charge for composition.
Any political * & * committee may at its own expense or
der a larger supply of sample ballots than is required by this
seetion. The * * * ballots ordered printed by fhe county
and city clerks and board of clection commissioners shall be
printed at the cost of the * * * respective counties or cities
as ordered.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.
